Peres warns: Arab 
world looks to war

“The 
Arabs are now harnessing the 
chariots of war,” Mr. Peres dec- 
lared: “The seriousness of the 
situation compels us to present 
the harsh truth to the people.” 
He was addressing a country- 
wide meeting of Labour Party

The Defence Minister said that

Israel had never had aggressive 
designs but it does have defence 
plans and must mobilize its econo- 
mic and manpower resources ac- 
cordingly, the Defence Minister de- 
clared.

Mr. Peres dwelt on the Soviet 

dilemma, having invested 21 billion 
dollars in arms amd aid to the 
Arabs between 1954 and 197! ifif- 
teen billion in arms and six billion 
in aid). “After all that, they sud- 
denly wake up to the doubtful re- 
sults of their investments, with no 
Russian leader getting the kind of 
welcome earned by President 
Nixon.” 


The Russians were now adopting 
a three-pronged policy —- winning 
the radical fringe of the Arab 
world, starting with Libya and the 
Palestinian terrorists, witness the 
visits to Moscow of Libyan's Jal- 
loud and Arafat. Then zhey re- 
solved to focus on those radical 
Arab states that had kept faith 
swith them, Particularly Syria and 
Iraq while imposing “an elegant 
arms embargo” on Egypt, the re- 
sult being the heightened arms sup- 
plies to Syria and Iraq, now the 
most warlike of the Arab lands. 


Mr. Peres dwelt on what the 
Arabs call “the confrontation (with 
Usrael) front,” comprising Egypt, 
Syria, Algeria and Saudia — the 
first two providing the armies, the 
third extremism and the last, mo- 
ney. He reminded his audience that 
Arab oil reserve moneys this year 
will total some $45 billion, with 
dite Kuwait alone earning §8 bil- 
‘Vion in oil revenue this year. 


He spoke of how the Palestine 
issue was now an issue for compe- 
tition between the Arab states.

TEL AVIV. — Thousands of house- 
holders in this city don’t pay thelr 
bills to the Municipality — because 
improperly addressed, the bills are 
never received. This emerges from 
the City Comptroller’s report cover- 
ing the years 1972/73 which has 
just been released. 

Although during this period Fin- 
ance Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz 
‘was mayor, the present mayor, Shlo- 
mo Lahat, motes in the introduction 
that “we intend to continue to ell- 
minate the shortcomings.” 5 

‘The report states that “hundreds 
of thousands” of pounds are wed 
to the city. The strangest thing, it 
notes, is that after the bill was re- 
turned to the Municipality due to 
improper addressing, the city made 
little effort to find the corract ad- 
dress and send out another bill.

rusalem last week granted an ap- 
peal by a demobilized reservist, and 


decided his former employers must - 


rehire him for a period of no less 
than six months, 

‘The District Labour Court in 
Hatfa ruled two weeks ago that the 
firm Neve Kiryat Yam did not have 
to re-employ Hlimelech Shusterman, 
who had served some 200 days in. 
reserve duty ~— in three stints — 
since the Yom Kippur War. The 
decision was based on 3 loopbole in 
the Jaw, which gave demobilized © 
sokiiers the right to go back to 
their jobs 
— provided they served = ‘full 
service.” The loophole was a definl- 
don of the reserve duty, for soldiers 
called up during and after the Yom 
Kippur War, as “1 duty.” 
(The definition was made shorily 
aifter the war by the Defence Min- 
Yster in an official publication.) 

The National Labour Court, how- 
ever, received ἃ memorandum from 
the Defence Ministry last week, 
stating that a later announcement 
published in the official Gazette 
(Reshumot) corrected the initial de- 
finition, and retroactively defined 75 
days or more of service during the 
year starting from October 6, 1973, 
as “full service.” 

The attorney for the employers 
ennounced he was ‘withdrawing all 
Objections to the appeal, and that 
the firm would rehire Shusterman. 
The Labour Court, meanwhile, re- 
assured reservists they would be

WASHINGTON. — Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon concluded his 
Intensive round of talks with Anrer- 
ican officials here with a three-hour 

“working dinner” with Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger at the pre- 
sidential retreat at Camp David, 
Maryland. He flew to New York Fri- 
day afternoon to rest and hold meet- 
ings with American Jewish leaders 
before returning to Israel, 

An Israeli official simply said that 
the Camp David meeting dealt with 
bilateral American-Israel matters, 
the current political situation in the 
Middle ast and long-term strategic 
issues. American officials declined to 
release any details of the talks. 

The fact that the meeting took 
place at Camp David indicated that 
the foreign minister had receiveda 
very warm welcome here since Kis- 
singer has rarely invited foreign 

taries to dine with him at this 
remote estate in the Cacoctin Moun- 


tains, usually reserved for the pre- 


sident and his guests. President 
Nixon did not participate in the 
talks. 
Accompanying Allon were Ambas- 
sador Simcha Dinftz and fliahu 
Bassin, of the Israel Foreign Minis- 
try. On the American aide were 
Kissinger, and his two top assistants 
at the National Security Council — 
Brent Scowcroft aud Peter Rodmen. 
This was the fourth Kissinger-Allon
